[39 &\) &j Douereigne Loꝛd Bing Edward the ſixt, 
e there remained one vnifozme ozder of 
Common Serutce and P2aper, and of 
the Adminiſtration of Sacraments, 
Kites and Ceremontcs in the Church 
Jof England, which was ſec fooꝛth in one 
Booke, intituled The Booke of Come 
mon Pꝛaper, and adminifkrationof Sa. 
| craments, and other Rites and Ceremo= 
Zu i nies in the Church of England, authozt- 
od by Act of Parliament, holden in the 
fifth andſirth yeeres of our ſayd late Soueretgne Loꝛd King Edward the 
ſixth, inttuled, An Act foꝛ the vnifozmity of Common P2axer , andad- 
miniſtraton ofthe Sacraments : the which was rcpealed and taken a- 
way by At of Parliament; in the firlt peere of the Reigne of our late 
Souereigie Lady Queene Mary, to the great decay of the due honour of 
God, anduſcomfozt to the pꝛofeſſors of the trueth of Ch:iſts Ueligton, 
Bee it thretoʒe enacted by the authozity of this pzeſent Parliament, 
that the ſaidStatute of Repeale and euery thing therein conteined, only 
concerning he ſatd Boone, and the Seruice, adminiſtration of Sacra⸗ 
ments, Rites and Ceremonies, contained 82 appointed tn, oz by the ſayd 
Booke,ſhall void and ot none cſfect, from and after the Feaſtof the Na- 
tiuitie of Sant lohn Baptiſt next comming. And that the ſaid Booke 
with the o2detof Seruice, and ofthe adintniftration of Sacraments, 
Kites and Cermnomees, with the alteration and additions therein added

| Pur Dublects by the fozmer Declarations 
nee haue publiſhed, what O 
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God was therewith well pleaſed, ) Yet becauſe the it11p02- 
tunity of the Complainers Was great, their affirmations 
vehement, and the 3eale whereWwilth the lame did leeme to 
be accompanied, very ſpecious: We were mooued thereby to 
make it Dur occaſion to dilcharge chat duetie which is the 
chiefeſt of all Kingly dueties, That ts, to ſettle the affaires 
of Religton , and the Seruice of G O D befoꝛe their owne. 
Which while wee were in hand to doe, as the contagion of 
the lickeneſle reigning in Our City of London, and other pla- 
ces, would permit an aſſembly ot perſons meet foꝛ that purs 
poſe; Some of thoſe who miſliked the ſtate of Religion here 
eſtabliſhed, pzeſaming moꝛe of Dur intents then euer Wee 
gaue them cauſe to doe, and tranſpoꝛted with humour; be- 
gan ſuch pꝛoceedings, as did rather raiſe a ſcandall in the 
Church, then take offence away. Foz both they vled Foꝛmes 
of publike ſerutng of God not here allowed, held Aſſemblies 
without Authoꝛitie and did otherthings carytng a very ap⸗ 
parant ſhew of Sedition, moze then of Zeale : Whom wee 
reſtrained by a foꝛmer P2oclamation in the moneth of Octo- 
ber laſt, and gaue intimation ofthe Conference Weeintended 
to bee had with as much ſpeede as conneniently tould bee, foꝛ 
the oꝛdering ol thale things ol the Church, which atcoꝛding⸗ 
Ip followed in the moneth of January laſt at Our Honour 
of Hampton Court, Where befoꝛe Dur Selfe and Our Pꝛiuie 
Councell , were aſſembled many of the graueſt Biſhops and 
Pielates of the Realme,and many other learned men, aſwell 
of thoſe that are confozmable to the State of the Church 
eſtabliſhed, as ofthoſe that difſented. Among whom, what 
Our paines were, what Our patiente in hearing and reply- 
ing, and what the indifferencie and vpzightneſſe of Pur 
Judgement in determining, Wee leaue to the repoꝛt ofthoſe 
who heard the ſame, tontenting Our ſelfe with the Since- 
rityof Our owne heart therein. But Wee cannot conceale, 
that the lucteſſe ofthat Conference was ſuch as happeneth to 
many other things, which moouing great expectation befoze 
they bee entredinto, in their illue pꝛodute ſmall effects. Foz 
wee found mighty and vehement Inkoꝛmations, ſuppoꝛted 
with fo weake and ſlender pꝛoofes, as it appeareth vnto Us 


and 


vniformityof Common prayer, 


and Dur Touncel, that there was no cauſe why any change 
ſhould haue beene at all in that which was moſt impugned, 
the Booke ot Common pꝛaper, containing the foꝛme ok the 
puditke Deruice of God here eſtabliſhed , neither in the dot⸗ 
trins which appeared to bee lincere, noꝛ in the Foꝛmes and 
Rites which were inſtified out of the pzactiſe ofthe Pztmitiue 
Church. Notwithſtanding we thought meet, with conſent 
of the Biſhops, and other learned men there pzeſent, That 
ſome ſmall things might rather bee explained then changed, 
not that the ſame might not very well haue beene boꝛne with 
by men who would haue made a reaſonable conſtruction of 
them: but ko2 that in a matter conterning the Seruite of God 
We were nite, oꝛ rather iealous, that the publike foꝛme there⸗ 
of ſhould be free, not onely from blame, but from ſuſpicion, fo 
as neither the common Aduerlarp roared 1 aduantage to 
wꝛeſt onght therein contained, to other ſenſe then the Church 
of England intendeth, noꝛ any trondleſome oꝛ ignoꝛant per- 
lon of this Church bee able to take the leaſt occaſion of tauill 
agamſt it: And foꝛ that purpoſe gaue fooꝛth our Commiſſi⸗ 
on vnder Our great Seale of England, to the Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury and others, atcoꝛding to the fozme which the 
Lawes of this Realme in like cale pzeſcribe to bee vſed, to 
make the laid Explanation, and to cauſe the whole Booke of 
Common pzayer, with the ſame Explanations. to bee newly 
unted. Which being now done, and efabliſhedanew after 
o ſertous a deliberation,although woe doubt not but all Dur 
Subtects, both Miniſters and others, will recetne the ſame 
with ſuch reuerente as appertaineth, and confozme them⸗ 
ſetnes thereunto, eneryman in that which himtroncerneth : 
Yet haue we thought it neceTary to make kndwneby Pꝛo⸗ 
clamation Our authoztzing of the lame, And to require and 
eniopneall men, aſwell Eccleſjaſticallas Tempozall, to con⸗ 
fozme themſelues vnto it, and to the ite thereof, as the 
onely publike fozme of ſerning God, eſtabliſhed and allowed 
to he inthisRealme. And the rather, ſoꝛ that all the learned 
men who were there peſent, alwel of the Biſhops as others. 
zomiled their tonkoꝛmitie in the pzactice of it, onely making 

nit to Us, that ſome few might be bozne with nw 
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wWoherefoꝛe we require all Archbiſhops, Biſhops, and all 
other publike Miniſters, alwel Eccleſiaſticall as Ciuill, to doe 
their duties in cauſing the ſame to be obeyed, and in puniſhing 
the offenders atcoꝛding to the Lawes ofthe Realme hereto⸗ 
foze eſtabliſhed, fo2 the authozizing of the ſayd Booke of 
Common pꝛaper. And wee thinke it allo neceſſary, that the 
ſayd Archbiſhops and Biſhops doe each of them in his Pꝛo⸗ 
uinte and Dioceſſe take ozder, That every Pariſh do pꝛoture 
to themlelues, within ſuch time as they (hall thinke good to 
limit, one ofthe ſayd Bookes lo explained. Andlaſt ofall, we 
doe admoniſh all men, that hereafter they (hall not expect, 
no: attempt any further alteration in the Common and Pub 
lique fozme of Gods ſeruite, from this Which is now eſtablt- 
ſhed, foꝛ that neither will We giue way to any to pꝛelume, that 
Our owne Judgement hauing determined in a matter of 
this weight, ſhall be (Wwayed to alteration by the frinolous 
ſuggeſtions of any light ſpirit : neither are Wee ignozant of 
the inconueniences that doe ariſe in Gouernment, by admit- 
ting innouation in things once letled by mature deliberation: 
And how neceſſary it is to bſe conſtancie in the vpholding of 
the publique determinations of States, foꝛ that ſuch is the 
bnquietnelle and vnſteadfaſtneſſe of ſome diſpoſitions, affec- 
ting euery yeere new foꝛmes of things, as, if they ſhould 
followed in their vntonſtancie, would make all actions of 
States ridiculous and contempfible : whereas the ſteadfaſt 
maintaining ot things by goodaduiceeſtabliſhed,is the weale 
of all Common wealths.

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THE PREFACE. 


Here was neuer any thing by the wit of man ſo well 
decuiſed, or ſo ſure eſtabliſhed, which in continuance 
of time hath not beene corrupted : as among other 
| things, it may plainely appeare by the Common 
Wa Prayers in the Church, commonly called Diuine 
F Scruice. The firſt originall and ground whereof, if 
SM a man would ſearch out by the ancient Fathers, hee 
Jchall finde that the ſame was not ordained but of a 
good purpoſe, and for a great aduancement of god- 
lneſle. For they ſo ordered the matter, that all the 
— I whole Bible (or the greateſt part thereof) ſhould 
bee read ouer once euery yeerc, intending thereby that the Clergie, and eſpecially 
ſuch as were Miniſters of the Congregation, ſhould (by often reading and me- 
ditation of Gods word) be ſtirred vp to godlineſſe them ſelues, and bee more able 
to exhort others by wholeſome doctrine, and to confute them that were aduerſa- 
ries to the trueth. And further, that the people (by dayly hearing of holy Scrip- 
ture read in the Church) ſhould continually profit more and more in the know - 
ledge of God, and bee the more inflamed with the loue of his true religion. But 
theſe many yeeres paſſed, this godly and decent order of the ancient Fathers hath 
been ſo altered, broken and neglected, by planting in vncertaine ſtories, Legends, 
Reſponds, Verſes, vaine repetitions, Commemorations, and Synodals, that com- 
monly when any booke of the Bible was begun, betore three or foure Chapters 
were read out, all the reſt were vnread. And in this ſort the booke of Eſai was be- 
gun in Aduent, and the booke of Geneſis in Septuageſima: but they were onely 
begun, and neuer read thorow. After like ſort were other bookes of holy 
Scripture vſed. And morcouer, whereas Saint Paul would haue ſuch language 
ſpoken to the people in the Church, as they 7 5 vnderſtand, and haue profit by 
hearing the ſame: the ſeruice in this Church of England, theſe many yeeres, hath 
beene read in Latine to the people, which they vnderſtand not: ſo that they haue 
heard with their cares onely, and their heart, ſpirit , and minde haue not beene 
edified thereby. And furthermore, notwithſtanding that the ancient Fathers haue 
diuided the Pſalmes into ſeuen portions , whereof euery one was called a No- 
cturne; now of late time a few of them haue beene dayly ſayd, and oft repeated, 
and the reſt vtterly omitted. Moreouer, the number and hardneſſe of the rules 
called the Pie, a the manifold changings of the Service , was the cauſe, that to 
turne the booke onely was ſo hard and intricate a matter, that many times there 
was more buſineſſe to finde out what ſhould be read, then to reade it when it was 
found out. 
unn Theſe 
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Theſe inconueniences therefore conſidered, here is ſet foorth ſuch an order, 
whereby the ſame ſhall be redreſſed. And for a readineſſe in this matter, heere is 
drawen out a Kalender for that purpoſe, which is plaine and eaſie to be vnderitan- 
ded,whercin(ſo much as may be) the reading of the holy Scripture is ſo ſet forth, 
that all things ſhall bee done in order , withour breaking one piece from another. 
For this cauſe be cut off Anthemes, Reſponds, Inuitatories, and ſuch like things as 
did breake the continuall courſe of the reading of the Scripture, Yet becaule there 
is no remedy, but that of neceſſitie there muſt be ſome rules: therefore certaine 
rules are ſet forth, which as they be few in number, ſo they be plaine and eaſie to 
be vnderſtanded. So that here you haue an order for prayer (as touching the rea- 
ding of holy Scripture) much agreeable to the minde and purpoſe of the old Fa- 
thers, and a great deale more profitable and commodious then that which of late 
was vſed. It is more profitable , becauſe here are left out many things, whercof 
ſome be vntrue, ſome vncertaine, ſome vaine and ſuperſtitious, and nothing is ordai- 
ned to be read, but the very pure word of God, the holy Scriptures, or that which 
is cuidently grounded vpon the ſame, and that in ſuch a language and order, as is 
moſt eaſie and plaine for the vnderſtanding both of the readers and hearers. It is 
alſo more commodious, both for the ſhortneſſe thereof, and for the pluinneſſe of 
the order, and for that the rules be few and eaſie. Furthermore, by this order the 
Curates ſhall need none other bookes for their publike Seruice, but this booke and 
the Bible. By the meanes whereof the people ſhall not be at ſo great charges for 
bookes, as in times paſt they haue beene. 

And where heretofore there hath beene great diuerſitie in ſaying, and ſinging in 
Churches within this Realme, ſome following Salisbury vſe, ſome Hereford vſe, 
and ſome the vſe of Bangor, ſome of Yorke, ſome of Lincolne: Now from hence- 
forth all the whole Realme (hall haue but one vſe. And if any will indge this way 
more paine full, becauſe that all things muſt be read vpon the booke; whereas be- 
fore by the reaſon of ſo often repetition they could ſay many things by heart: if 
thoſe men wil weigh their labour, with the profit and knowledge which da yly they 
ſhall obtaine by reading vpon the booke, they will not refuſe the paine in conſi- 
deration of the great profit that ſhall enſue thereof. 

And foraſmuch as nothing can almoſt bee ſo plainely ſer forth, but doubts may 
riſe inthe vſe and practiſing of the ſame : to appeaſe all ſuch diuerſitie (if any a- 
riſe) and for the reſolution of all doubts concerning the maner how to vnder- 
ſtand, doe, and execute the things contained in this Booke : The parties that ſo 
doubt, or diuerſly take any thing, ſhall alway reſort to the Biſhop of the Dioceſſe, 

who by his diſcretion ſhall take order for the quieting and appeaſing of the 

fame, ſo that the ſame order be not contrary to any thing contained in 
this Booke. And if the Biſhop of the Dioceſſe be in doubt, 
then be may ſend for the reſolution thereof 
vnto the Archbiſhop.

bar beginning by the inſtitution of man: ſome at the fir 
te of godly intent and purpoſe deuiſed. and yet at length 

turned to vanitie and ſuperCition : ſome entred into the 
Church by vndilcreet deuotion , and ſuch a zeale as wag 
without knowledge, and fox becauſe they were winked at in the begin⸗ 
ning, they grew dayly to moze and moze abuſes, which not onely fog 
ep vnpꝛofltableneſte, but alſo becauſe they haue much blinded the peo⸗ 
ple, and obſcured the glozy of God, are wozthy to be cut away and cleane 
reiected, Other there bee, which although they haue been deuiſed by 
man, yet it is thought good to reſerite them (ill, aſwell foza decent oz- 
der in the Church (toz the which they were firſt deniſed ) as becauſe they 
pertatne toedffication, to all things done in the Church(as the 
Apoſtle teacheth) ought to be referred, And although the keeping oz omits 
ting ot k Ceremony, in it telle confidered,is but a ſmall thing: yet the wil⸗ 
full and contemptuous tranſgrefſion and bzeafiing of a common oder 
and difcipline, is no ſmall offence befoze God, 

Let all things be done among pou.ſaſth S. Paul, in aſeemely and due 
oder, The appointment of the which ozder pertatneth not to pztuate 
men: therefo2e no man ought totake inhand,noz pꝛeſume to appoint oz 
alter any publique oz common wry in Chꝛius Church, except he be laws 
fully called and authoꝛized thertunto. 

nd whereas inthis our time, the mindes ol men are ſo diuers that 
ſome thinke it a great matter ot conſtiente, to depart ftom a piece of the 
ieaſt ol their Cetemonits they de ſo addicted to their old cultomeg, and a= 
gaine on the other lde. ſome be ſo new fangled, that they would innouate 
all things, and ſo deſpiſe the old, that nothing can like them but that is 
ne wit was thought expedient, not ſo much to haue reſpect how to pleale 
and ſatiſfie either of theſe parties, as how to pleaſe God, and pzofit them 
both. And yet ieſt any man would be offended, whom good reaſon might 
ſatiſfe, here be certaine cauſes rendzed , why ſome of the accuſtomed Ce- 
remontes be put away, and ſome reteined and kept (ll. 

Some are put away, becauſe the great exceſſe and multitude of them 
hath ſo encreafed in there latter dayes , that the burden of them was in⸗ 
tolerable, whereof S. Auguſtine in his time complained, that they were 
growen to ſuch a number, that the eſtate of Chztſtian people was in 
wile caſe concerning that matter, then were the Jewes, And he coun: 
ſelled. chat ſuch yoke and burthen ſhould bee takenaway , as time would 
ſerue quietly to doe it.

But what would Saint Auguſtine haue laid, if he had ſeene the Cers- 
montes of late dayes vſed among vs: wheruntothe multitude ved in his 
time was not to be compared? This our exceſſiue multitude of Ceremo⸗ 
nies was ſo great, and many of them ſo darke , that thep did mo28 con⸗ 
found and darken, then declare and ſet foꝛti Chꝛtas benefits vuto vs; 

And belides this, Chꝛiſts Golpel is not aceremoniall law (as much of 
Moſes law was) but it is a Religion to ſerue God ; not in bondage ob the 
figure oz ſbadow, but in the freedom of the ſpirit, being content oni with 
thoſe Ceremonies which doe terne to a decent ozder, and godly dilcipline, 
and ſuch as be apt to ſtirre vp the dull minde of man to the remembzance 
ol his duty to God, by ſome notable and ſpeciall ſignificatlon, whereby he 
might be ediſied. 

Furthermoze, the mot weighty cauſe? of the aboliſbment of certaine 
Ceremonies was, that they were ſo farre abuſed, partly by the ſuperſti⸗ 
tious blindneſſe of- the rude and vnlearned, and 5 vnlatiabie 


auarice of ſuch as ſought moze their owne lucre, then the gloꝛy ot God, 
that the abuſes could not well be taken away, the thing remaining tit, 
But yow as concerning thoſe perſons, which peraduentute will bee of- 
fended, foz that ſome of the old Ceremonies are xetained ſtill: if they con⸗ 
fider, that without ſome Ceremonies it is not poſſible to heepe any azder, 
oꝛ qutet diſcivline in the Church. they (ball eaſtly percejye iuſt cauſe to re⸗ 
fozme their iudgements. And it they thinke much that any of the old doe 
remaine, and would rather haue all deuiſed anew: then ſuch men gran⸗ 
ting ſome Ceremonies conuenient to be had, ſurety where the old may be 
well vſed. there they cannot reaſonably repꝛooue the old, onely foz their 
age, without bewꝛaving ol their owne fol ly. Foꝛ in ſuch a caſe they ought 
rather to haue reuerence vnto them foz their antiquity, if thep will de⸗ 
clare themſelues to be moze ſtudious of vnity andcoucozd, then of inno⸗ 
nations and new kanglenes, which (as much as may be. with the true ſet⸗ 
ting toꝛch of Chꝛiſts Religion) is al wayes to be eichewed. Furthermoꝛe, 
Cucy chall haue no iuſt cauſe withthe Ceremonies reſerued to bee offen- 
ded, Fo2 as thoſe be taken a way which were moſt abuſed, and did burden 
mens conſtiences without any cauſe:ſo the other that remaine are retai⸗ 
ned loꝛ a diſcipline and oꝛder, which vpon ruſt cauſes)may be altered and 
changed, and ther toze axe not to be eſteemed equall with Gods Law. And 
mozeouer,they be neither dark noꝛ dumb Cetemomes, but are ſo ſet foꝛtij 
that euer y man may vnderſtand what they doe meane, and to what vie 
they doe lerue. So that it is not line that they in time ta come, ſbould be 
abuſed as other haue beene. And in theſe our doings we condemne no o- 
ther Nations. noꝛ pꝛeſcribe any thiug. but ta our owne people onaly, Fox 
we thinke it conuenient, that euety countrey ſbould vſe tuch Ceremonies; 
as they ſball th inke beſt to the letting foozth of Gods honour and gtozp, 
and to the reducing of the people to a molt perfect and godiyltutng, with⸗ 
terrour ozfuperſtition : And that they ſhould put away other things, 
which from time to time they perceiueto bee moit abuſed, as in mens 02 

dfnances it often chanceth diuerſly, in diuers Countrexs, ig

Then came Jeſus 
with them vnto a Farme place, (Which is called Gcrhſemane) 
audſath vnto the Diſciples, Sit ye here while Þ goe and pꝛay 
yonder. And he tooke with him Peter. and the two ſonnes of 
Zebedee , and began to waxe ſozrowfull and heauie. Then 
ſaid Jeſus vnto them, Mp ſoule is heauy enen vnto the 
death :tary ye here, and watch with me. And he went a little 
further and fell flat on his fate, and pzayed, ſaying, O my Fa- 
ther, if it be poſſible,let this cup paſle fromme: neuertheleſſe. 
not as Þ will, but as thou wilt. And he tame vnto the Diſci⸗ 
ples, and found them aſleepe , and ſaid vnto Peter, What, 
could yee not watch with mee one houre : Watch and pzay, 
that ye enter not into temptation: The ſpirit is willing, but 
the flech is weake. Hee Went awap once againe, and pzayed, 
ſaping, O my Father it this tup may not paſſe away from 
met. except I dꝛinke of it, thy will be fulfilled, And he came 
and found them aſleepe againe, foꝛ their eyes were heaute. 
And he left them,. and went againe and pꝛaped the third time, 
laying the ſame woꝛds. Then commeth hee to his Diſciples, 
. audſayd vnto them,. Sleepe on now, and take pour reſt. Be⸗ 
hold the houre is at hand, andthe Sonne ol man is betrayed 
into the hands ol ſinners: Nile, let vs be going behold bee is 
at hand that doeth 1 mee. While hee petlpake,loe, Ju⸗ 
das one of the number ofthe twelue, tame, and wich hum a 
great multitude with \wozdes and ſtanes , ſent from the 
chiefe P2ieſts and Eldersof the people, Buthethatbetrayed 
him, gaue them a token, ſaping, whomloener J —_ 
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ſame is hee, hold him faſt. And foꝛthwith he came to Jeſus, 
and ſaid, Haile Maſter, and kiſſed him. And Jeſus laid vnto 
him, Friend, wherefoꝛe art thou come: Then tame they and 
layd hands on Jeſus, and tooke him. And behold , one of 
them which were with Jeſus, ſtretched out his hand, and 
dꝛew his \wozd, and ſtrooke a ſeruant of the high Pꝛieſt, and 
ſmote off his eare. Then laid Jeſus vnto him, Put vp thy 
ſwoꝛd into the ſheath: foꝛ all they that take the ſwoꝛd, ſhall 
periſh with the lwoꝛd. Thinkeſt thou that J cannot now 
pꝛay tomy Father, and he ſhall giue me euen now moze then 
twelne Legions of Angels: But how then ſhall the Serip- 
tures be fulfilled « Foz thus it muſt bee. In the ſame houre 
ſaid Jeſus to the multitude, Yee be come out as it were to a 
thicfe, with lwoꝛds and ſtaues foꝛ to take mee. J ſate dayly 
with you teaching in the Temple, and ye tooke me not. But 
all this was done, that the ſcriptures of the Pꝛophets might 
be fulfilled. Then all the diſciples foꝛſooke him and fled. And 
they tooke Jeſus, and led him to Cataphas the high Pꝛieſt, 
where the Stribes andthe Elders were aſſembled. But Pe- 
ter followed him atfarrec off vnto the high Pꝛieſts palace, and 
went in, and late with the ſeruants to ſee the end. Thechtefe 
Pꝛieſts and Elders, and all the Counſaile ſought falſe wit⸗ 
neſfe againſt Jelus, foꝛ to put him to death, but found none: 
yea, when many falle witneſles tame, yet kound they none. At 
the laſt tame two falſe witneſſes, and ſaid, This fellow ſaid, 
J am able to deſtroythe Temple of God, and to build it a- 
gaine in thꝛee dayes. And the chiefe Pꝛieſt aroſe , and ſayd 
vnto him, Anlwerelt thou nothing? why doe thele beare 
witneſſe againſt thee « But Jeſus held his peace. And the 
chieke Pꝛieſt anſwered, and ſaid vnto him, I charge thee by 
the lining God, that thou tell vs whether thou be Chꝛiſt che 
Sonne of God, Jeſus ſatd vnto him, Thou haſt ſaid. Ne- 
uertheleſſe J ſay vnto you, Hereafter ſhall ve lee the Sonne 
of man ſitting on che right hand of power , andcomming 
in the cloudes of the (kte. Then the high Pꝛieſt rent his 
clothes, ſaying, He hath ſpoken blaſphemie, what need wee 
of any moꝛe witneſſes: Behold, now yee haue heard his 
blaſphemie, what thinke ye: They anſweredand (op, Hee 
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is woꝛthy to die. Then did they ſpit in his face, and buffeted 
him with fiſts. And other \ſmote him on the face with the 
palme of their hands, ſaying, Tell vs, thou Chꝛiſt, who is he 
that ſmote thee: Peter ſate Without in the Court, and a Da⸗ 
moſell came to him, ſaying, Thou alſo waſt with Jeſus ot 
Galilee. But hee dented befoze them all, ſaying, J wote not 
what thou ſapeſt. When he was gone out into the pozch, an 
other wench law him, and ſaid vnto them that were there, 
This fellow was alſo with Jeſus of Nazareth. And a⸗ 
gaine he dented with an oath , ſaying, J doe not know the 
man. After a while came vnto him they that ſtood by, and 
ſaid vnto Peter, Durelythou art euen one of them, foz thy 
ſpeech bewꝛayeth thes. Then began he to turſe and to ſweare 
that he knew not the man. And immediatly the cocke crew. 
And Peter rememdꝛed the woꝛd of Jeſus, which laid vnto 
bim, Bekoze the Cocke crow, thou ſhalt deny mee thatce : 
and he went out, and wept bitterly. when themozning was 
tome, all the chiefe Pꝛieſts and Elders of the people held a 
Countell againſt Jeſus to put him to death,and bꝛought him 
bound, and deltnered him vnto Pontius Pilate the Deputie. 
Then Judas which had betraped him (leeing that hee was 
tondemned) repentedhimſelfe,and bꝛought againe the thirty 
plates of ſilner to the chiefe Pꝛieſts and Elders, ſaping, J 
haue ſinned , betraying the innocent blood. And they laid, 
What is that to vs z ſee thou to that. And hee caſt downe the 
filuer plates in the Temple, and departed, and went and han⸗ 
ged himſelfe. And the chieke Pꝛieſts tooke the ſiluer plates, 
and lald, It is not lawfull foꝛ to put them into the treaſurie, 
becauſe it is the pꝛice of blood. And they tooke tounſaile, and 
bought with them a potters field to bury ſtrangers in. woher 
fo:e the field is called Acheldama, that is, The field of blood, 
vntill this day. Then was fulfilled that which was ſpoken 
by Jeremie the Pꝛophet, ſaping, And they tooke thirty liluer 
plates, the pꝛite of him that was valued, whom they bought 
of the childzen of Pſrael, and gaue them fo2 the potters field, 
as theLozd appointed mee. Jelus ſtood befoze the Þeputte, 
and the Deputie alked him, ſaying, Art thou the King ol the 
Yewes: Jeſus ſaid vnto him, Thou lapeſt. And when 
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hee was accuſed of the chiefe Pzieſts and Elders , hee anſwe- 
red nothing. Then ſatd Pilate vnto him, Heareſt thou not 
how many witneſſes they lay againſt thee : And hee anſwe- 
red him to neuer a woꝛd, inlomuch that the Deputie maruei⸗ 
led greatly. At that feaſt the Deputie was Wont to deli⸗ 
ner vnto the people a pziſoner whom they would deſire. He 
had then a notable pꝛiſoner, called Barabbas. Therefoze 
when they were gathered together, Pilate laid, whether will 
yee that J giue looſe vnto you Barabbas, oz Jeſus Which is 
called Chaiſt : Foz he knew that foz enute they Had delinered 
him. when hee was let downe to gine indgement, his wile 
ſent vnto him,ſaping, Baue thou nothing to do with that iuſt 
man. foꝛ I haue ſuftered this day many things in my ſleepe, 

becauſe of him. But the chieke 2 and Elders perſwa⸗ 
ded the people that they ſhould alkte Barabbas, and deſtroy 
Jeſus. The Deputie anſwered and ſaid vnto them, u8he- 
ther of the twaine will pee that J let looſe vnto pou⸗ They 
ſatd, Barabbas. Pilate laid vnto them, What ſhall I doe 
then with Jeſus which is called Chꝛiſt They all laid vnto 
him, Tet him be crucified. The Deputie ſayd, what eutll 
bath he done: But they cryed the moze, ſaying , Let him bee 
crucified. u8hen Pilate ſaw that he conld pzeuatle nothing, 
but that moze bulineſſe was made, Hee tooke water and wa⸗ 
ſhed his hands befoze the people, ſaying, Jam innocent of 
the blood of this tuſt perſon, lee pee. Then anſwered all 
the people, and ſatd , His blood be on vs, and on our childꝛen. 

Then let he Barabbaslooſe vnto them, and ſcourged Jeſus, 

and delinered him to be crucified. Then the Souldiers ofthe 

Deputte tooke Jeſus into the common Hall, and gathered 

vnto him all the compante, and they ſtripped him, and put 

on him a purple robe, and platted a crowne ofthoznes, and 

put it vpon his Head, and a reede in his right hand, and bow- 

ed the knee befoze him, and mocked him faying, Haile King 

ofthe Jewes. And when they had ſpit vpon him, they tooke 

the reede, and lmote him on the head, and after that they had 
mocked him , they tooke the robe off him againe, and put 
bis owne ratment on him, and ledde him away to crucifte 
him. And as they came out, they found a man of 1 — 
name 
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(named Simon) him they compelled to beare his Croſſe. And 
they tame vnto the place which is called Golgotha, (that is to 
ſay, a place of dead mens ſculles) and gaue him vineger 
mingled with gall, to dꝛinke: and when he had taſted there- 
of, he would not dꝛinke. When they had crucified him, they 
partedhis garments, and did taſt lots, that it might be fulfil- 
led which was ſpoken by the Pꝛophet, They parted my gar⸗ 
ments among them, and vpon my veſture did they caſt lots. 
And they late and watched him there, and let vp ouer his 
head the cauſe of his death witten, I his is Icſus the King of the 
lewes. Then were there two theeues crucified with him, one 
on the right hand, and the other on the left. They that pal⸗ 
ſed by, reuiled him, wagging their heads, and laying. Thou 
that deroyedſt the Temple of God, and diddeſt build it in 
thꝛee dayes, ſaue thy ſelte. If thou bee the Sonne of God, 
tome downe fromthe Croſie. Likewiſe allo the high Pꝛieſts 
mocking him, with the Scribes and Elders layd, hee laued 
other, him leite he cannot laue: It he be the King ol Iſrael, 
let him now come downe from the Croſſe, and we wilt be- 
leeue him. He truſted in God let him deliuer him now, if hee 
will haue him: Foz hee ſaid, Jam the Sonne of God. The 
theeues allo which were crucified with him, taſt the lame in 
his teeth. From the lixt houre was there darkeneſſe oner 
all the land vntil the ninth houre, And about the ninth houre 
Jelus cried with a loud voice ſaping. Eli, Eli, Lamma ſabachthaniꝰ 
that is to ſay, My God, my God, why haſt thou foꝛſaken me: 
Some ok them that ſtood there, when they heard that, ſapd, 
This man calleth foꝛ Elias. And ſtraightway one of them 
ranne, and tooke à ſpunge, and when hee had filled it full 
of vineger he put it on a reede, and gaue him to dzinke. D- 
ther ſaid, Let bee, let vs ſee whether Elias will tome, and 
deliver him. Jeſus, when hee had tryed agame with a loud 
bopte, yeelded vp the ghoſt, And behold, the vayle of the 
Temple did rent in two parts from the top to the bottome, 
and the earth did quake, and the ſtones rent, and graues did 
open, and many bodies of Saints which ſlept, aroſe, and 
Went out ot the graues alter his reſurrettian, and tame into 
the holy Citie, and appeared vnto many. when theCentu- 
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rion, and they that were with him watching Jeſus, ſaw the 
carthquake , and thoſe things which happened, they feared 
greatly ,ſaying, Truely this was the Sonne of God. And 
many women Were there (beholding him afarre off) which 
followed Jelus from Galilee, miniſtring vnto him: among 


which was Mary Magdalene, and Marp the mother of 
James and Joles, and the mother of Zebedees childzen,

diſpleaſure, and vpon the earth will J lay their ſtrength: J 
will declare the goodneſſe of the Lozd, yea, and the pꝛaiſe of 
the Loꝛd, fo2 all chat hee Hath giuen vs, to2 the great 12 
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that hehath done foꝛ Jſrael, which he hath giuen them of his 
owne faudur, and accozding to the multitude of his louing 
kindneſſe. Foz he ſaid, Thele no doubtare my people, and no 
ſh:inking childꝛen: and lo hee was their Sauiour. In their 
troubles he was alſo troubled with them and the Angel that 
went foꝛth from his pꝛelente, deliuered them. Ok very loue 
and kindneſſe that he had vnto them, he redeemed them. He 
hath boꝛne them and taried them vp euer lince the woꝛld be⸗ 
gan. But after they pꝛouoked him to wꝛath, and vexed his 
holy mind, he was their enemp, and fought againſt them him⸗ 
ſeife. Yet remembꝛed Jſrael the old time of Moſes and his 
people. ſaying, here is he that bꝛought them from the wa- 
terofthe ſea, with them that fed his ſheepe 2 Where is he that 
hath atuen his holy Spirit among them: He led them by the 
right hand of Moſes with his gloztous arme, diuiding the 
water befoze them, whereby hee gate himlelfe an euerlaſting 
Name. Hee led them in the derpe, as an hozſe is led in the 
plaine, that they ſhould not ſtumblt, as a tame beaſt goeth in 
the field, and the bzeath giuen of God, giueth him reſt, Thus 
(O God) haſt thou led thy people, to make thy ſelfe a glozt- 
ous Name withall. Looke downe then from heauen, and be⸗ 
hold the dwelling plate of thy Sanctuary, and thy glozp. 
How is it that thy iealouſie,. thy ſtrength, the multitude of thy 
merties, and thy louing kindneſle will not be intreated of vs: 
yet art thou our Father, Foz Abzaham knoweth vs not, net- 
ther is Pſrael acquainted with vs. But thou Lo2d art our 
Father and Redeemer, and thy Name is Enerlaſting. O 
L02d,wherefoze haſtthouled vs out of the wap: Wherefoꝛe 
haſtthou hardened our hearts, that we feare thee not? Bee 
at one with vs againe foz thy ſernants ſake, and foꝛ the genes 
ration of thine heritage. Thy people haue had but a little of 
thy Danctuarte in poſſeſſion , foz our enemies haue troden 
doWue thy holy plate. And wee Were thine from the begin⸗ 
ning, when thou walt not their Lom, foꝛthey haue not called 
bponthy Name.

And there were lome that were not content within them⸗ 

ſelues, and ſaid, What needed this waſte of ointment - foz 

it might haue beene ſold foꝛ moꝛe then thee hundꝛed pence; 
and haue beene gtuen to the pooꝛe: and they grudged againſt 
her. And Jeſus laid, Let her alone, why trouble pee her: 

Shee hath done a good woꝛke on mee: foꝛ pee haue the pooze 

with you alwapes, and whenloeuer you will, pee may doe 

them good: but mee haue pee not alwapes. Shee hath done 
that ſhe could, (hee tame afoꝛehand to anoint my body to the 
burying, Uerelp J lay vnto you, Wherelocuer this Golpel 

(hall bee pzeached thozowout the whole wozld, this alſo that 

hee Hath done, ſhall bee rehearſed in remembzance of her. 

And Judas Jſcariot, one ot the twelue, went away vnte 

the high Pꝛieſts, to betray him bnto them. When they heard 

that, they were glad, and pꝛomiſed that they would giue him 
money. And hee ſought how hee might conuentently betray 
him. And the firſt day of ſweet bꝛead (When they offered the 

Paſſeouer)his Diſciples ſaid vnto htm, Where wilt thou that 

we goe and pꝛepare, that thou mapeſt eat the Paſſeouer:And 

he lent foꝛth two of his Miſciples, and ſaid vnto them, Goe ye 
into the City, and there ſhall meet you a man bearing a pit⸗ 
ther of water, follow him. "wy whttherloeuer he goeth in, 
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ſay pee vnto the good man of thehonſe, The Maſter faith, 
Where is the gheſt-chamber , where J (halleat the Paſleo- 
uer with my diſctples:And he will ſhew you a great parlour 
paued and pꝛepared, there make ready foꝛ vs. And his Dilci⸗ 
ples went fooꝛth, and tame into the Citie, and found as hee 
had ſaid vato them, and they made ready the Paſſeoncr. 
And when it was now euentide, hee came with the twelue: 
and as they ſate at board, and did eate, Jeſus ſaid, Uerily 
F (ay vnto you, one of you (that eateth with me) (hall betray 
me. And they began to be loꝛry: and to ſay tohimoneby one, 
Is it J: And another ſaid, Is it J: He anlwered, and laid 
vnto them. It is one of the twelue euen he that dippeth with 
me in the platter. The Son ok man trulp goeth as it is Wzit⸗ 
ten of him: but woe vnto that man by whom the Sonne of 
man is betrayed: good were it foꝛ that man if hee had neuer 
beene boꝛne. And as they did eat. Jeſus took bꝛead, and when 
he had giuen thankes, he bꝛake it, and gaue to them, and laid, 
Lake, cate, this is my Body, And hee tooke the cup, and 
when he had giuen thankes, He gaue it to them: and they all 
dꝛanke of it And he laid vnto them, This is my Blood of the 
new Teſtament, which is ſhed foꝛ many. Uerely J lap vnto 
you, J will dzinkeno moꝛe ok the fruit of the Une, vntill 
that day that J dꝛinke it new in the Kingdome of God. Aud 
when they had ſaid grace, they Went out to the mount Oli⸗ 
uet. And Jeſus ſaith vnto them , All ye ſhall be offended be- 
cauſe of me this night: foꝛ it is wꝛitten, Þ will ſmite the ſhep- 
herd, and the ſheepe ſhall be ſcattered : but after that J am 
riſen againe, J will goe into Galilee befoze pou. Peter ſaid 
vnto him. And though all men be offended, pet Will not J. 
And Jeſus ſaith vnto him, Uerily Jſay vnto thee, that this 
day, even inthis night. befoꝛe the cocke crow twite, thou ſhalt 
deny me thꝛee times. But he ſpake moꝛe vehemently, No, if 
I (auld die with thee, Þ willnot deny thee. Likewitle allo 

ad they all, And they came into a place which was named 
Gethſemane, and he ſaid to his Diſciples, Sit ye here, while J 
go aſide and pꝛay. And he taketh with him Peter, and James 
and John and began to wax abaſhed and to be in an agonie, 
and laid vnto them, My ſoule is heauy euen vnto the death . 
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cary pee here and watch. And he went fozthalittle,and fell 
downe flat on the ground, and pꝛayed, that if it were poſltble 
the houre might paſſe from him. And heelayd, Abba, Father, 
all things are poliiblevnto thee, take away this cup fromme: 
neuertheleſſe, not as J will, but as thou Wilt, be done, And 
hee tame and found them ſleeping, and ſaith to Peter, Dt- 
mon fleepeſt thou: Couldeſt thou not watch one Houre # 
Watch pee. and pꝛap, leſt pe enter into temptation : the ſpirit 
truely is ready, but the fleſh is weake. And againe he went 
aſide, and pꝛaped, and ſpake the ſame woꝛds. And hee retur⸗ 
ned and found them aſleep againe, foꝛ their eyes were hea- 
ny,neither Wilt they what to anlwere him. And he came the 
third time, and layd to them, Sleepehencefoozth , and take 
pour eale: it is enough. The houre is come, behold, the Son 
of man is betraped into the hands of ſinners. Mile vp, let vs 
goe: loe, he that betrayeth me, is at hand. And immediatly 
while he yet ſpake,commeth Judas (which was one of the 
twelue) and with him a great number of people with lwoꝛds 
and ſtaues, from the high Pꝛieſts, and Stribes, and Elders. 
And he that betrayed him had giuen them a generall token, 
ſaying, Whomſoeuer J doe kiſſe, the lame is hee, take and 
leade him away warily. And aſſoone as he was come, hee 
goeth ſtraightway to him, and ſaith vnto him, Maſter, Ma⸗ 
ſter, and kiſſed him And they layd their hands on him, and 
tooke him. And one of them that ſtood by, dꝛew out aſwozd, 
and \mote a ſeruant ofthe high Pꝛieſts, and cut off his eare. 
And Jelus anſwered and ſayd vnto them, Yee be come out 
as vnto a thiefe with lwoꝛds and ſtaues, foꝛ to take mee: 
IJ was dayly with you in the Temple teaching, and pee 
fooke mee not: but thele things come to paſſe, that the 
Scriptures ſhould bee fulfilled. And they all foꝛſooke him, 
andranne away. And there followed him a certaine young 
man clothed in linnen vpon the bare, and the young men 
caught him, and he left his linnen garment, aud fledde from 
them naked. And they led Jeſus away to the high Pꝛieſt of 
all, and with him came all the high Pꝛielts and the Elders, 
and the Scribes. And Peter followed him a great way off, 
(enen till hee was come into the 3 of the high Pꝛieſt) 
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and hee ſate with the ſeruants, and warmed himlelle at the 
fire, And the high Pꝛieſts and all the counlell ſought foꝛ wit- 
neſſe againſt Jeſus to put him to death, and founv none : to? 
many bare falle witneſſe againſt him, but their witneſſes a- 
greed not together. And there aroſe certaine, # bꝛought falſe 
Witnes againſt him ſaying, We heard him lay, wiil deſtroy 
this Temple that is made with hands, i within thꝛee dapes 
J will build another made without hands. But pet their 
Witneſſes agreed not together. And the high Pꝛieſt ſtood vp 
amongſt them and alked Jelus, ſaying, Anlwereſt thou no- 
thing: how is it that theſe beare witneſſe againſt thee: But 
he held his peace, and anlwered nothing. Againe the high 
Pꝛieſt aſked him, and ſayd vnto him, Art thou Chꝛiſt the 
Sonne ot the bleſſed And Jeſus layd, Jam: And ye ſhall 
ſee the Sonne ok man ſitting on the right hand of power and 
comming in the clouds of heauen. Then the high Pꝛieſt rent 
his tlothes, and laid, hat need we any furtherwitneſles, ye 
haue heard blaſphemy, what think pe: And they all condem- 
ned him to be woꝛthy of death.

And againe the 
cotke crew. And peter remembꝛed the woꝛdthat Jelus had 
ſayd vnto him, Befoze the cocke crow twite, thou ſhalt deny 
meethzre times: and he began to weepe.

But 
take heed, pee all kindle a fire of the wꝛath of God, and ſtirre 
vp the coales. Malke on in the glyſtertngof your ownefire. 
and in the toales that ve haue kindled. This commeth vnto 
you from my hand, namelp.that pe ſhallficepe tnſozrow. 
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whole Congregation, andbound 
N Jelus and led hun away,auddelt- 
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k » "x a ewes? And hee anlwered, 
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how many things they lap to thy charge. Jeſus anſwered 
yet nothing ſo that Pilate maruelled. At that feaſt Pilate din 
deliuer vnto them apaiſoner, whomſoeuer they would deſire, 
And there was one that was named Warabbas, Which lap 
bound with them that made inſurrection: he had committed 
murder. Andthe people talled vnto him, and began to deſire 
him that hee would doe accoꝛding as hee had euer done vnto 
them. Yilate anſwered them, laping, Will pee that Þ let 
looſe vnto vou the King of the Jewes: Foz he knew that the 
high Pꝛieſts had delinered him of enuy. But the high Pꝛieſts 
mooned the people, that he (hould rather deliuer 2B8arabbas 
vnto them. Pilate anſwered againe, and ſaid vnto them, 
What will pee then that J doe vnto him, whom pee call the 
King of the Jewes: And they trped agatne, Crucifie him, 
Pilate ſaid vnto them, What euillHath hee done: Andthey 
cryed the moꝛe fernently, Crucifie him. And ſo Pilate willing 
to content the people, let looſe Barabbas vnto them, and deli⸗ 
uered vp Jeſus (When he had ſcourged him) foꝛ to be crucifi- 
ed. And the ſouldters led him away into the common Hall, 
and called together the whole multitude. And they clothed 
him with purple, and they platted a trowne of thoznes, and 
crowned him withall, and began to lalute him, Haile King ot 
the Jewes. And they lmote him on the head with a reed, 
and did ſpit vpon him, and bowed their knees, and woz- 
ſhipped him. And when they had mocked him, they tooke 
the purple off him, and put his owneclothes on Him, and led 
him out to crucifie him. And they compelled one that paſſed 
by, called Simon of Cpꝛene (the father of Alexander and 
Rufus) which came out of the field, to beare his Croſſe. And 
theybzought him to a place named Colgotha, (which if a man 
interpꝛet, is the place of dead mens ſculs.) And they gaue 
him to dꝛinke. wine mingled with myꝛrhe: but he recetued it 
not. And when they had crucified him, they parted his gar- 
ments, caſting lots ppon them, What enery man ſhould take. 
And it was about the third houre, and they crucified him. 
And the title ot his cauſe was Witten, The King of the lewes. 
And they crucified him with two theeues the one on his right 

hand, and the other on his left ; And the W 
| altilled, 
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falfilled, which ſaith, Hee was tounted among the wicked. 
And they that went by, rayled an hun maggingcheir heads, 
and ſaying, Ah wzetch;thou thatdeftropeſtthe:Memple;zand 
butldeſtit againe in thꝛee dayes,ſauethy ſelfe,and come down 
from the Crolle, Likewiſe allo mocked him the high Pꝛieſts 
among themlelues, with the Stribes,and ſayd, He ſaued o⸗ 
ther men, himſelte he cannot laue.

heard that, ſaid, Wehold, he calletþ{o2 Elias. And one ran an 
filled a ſpunge full of vinegar, and — Fon a reede, and gau 
him to danke, ſaying, Let him alque, let vs ſee whether Elt- 
as will come and take him dolyne. But Pelus trped with a 
lowd voyce,and gaue bp the Ghoſt. And the vaile ofthe Tem⸗ 
ple rent in two pieces, ſrom the toppets the bottome. And 
when the ne that he lo 
cryed, and gaue vp the Gholl, hee land Truly this man was 
the Sonne of God. There Were alſo women a good way 
off, beholding him: Among Whom was Mary Magdalene, 
and Mary the mother of James the little, and of Joſes, and 
Mary Salom (which allo when hee was in Galilee, had 
followed him, and miniſtred bnto him) and many other wo⸗ 
men which came vp with him to Hieruſalem.

Moꝛeouer, he ſpꝛinuled bheTabernaele with blood alſo, and 
all the miniſtring veſſels, Atid almoſt all things are by the 
Law purged with blood, asd without ſhedding of blood 
is no remiſſion. It is neede then that the limilitudes ok hea- 
uenly things be purified with luch things: but that the hea⸗ 
uenly things themſelues bee purified with better Dacrifices 
then are thoſe. Foꝛ Chꝛiſt is not entred into the holy places 
that are made with hands (which are ſimiutudes of true 
things) but is entred into very heauen, foꝛ to appeare now 
in the ſight of God koꝛ vs: not to offer himſelfe often, as the 
high Pꝛieſt entreth into the holp place euerp peere with 
ſtrange blood, (foz then hee muſt haue often ſuffered ſince the 
wozld began) but now in the end ofthe wozld hath hee ap⸗ 
peared onte, to put ſin to flight, by the offering vp of himſelke.

And 
ummediatly While he pet ſpake, the cocke crew, And the N oꝛd 
turned backe, and looked vpon Peter, and Peter remembzed 
the woꝛd of the Loꝛd, how he had ſaid vnto him, 2Befoze the 
cocke crow, thou ſhalt denie me thzice : And Peter went out, 
and wept bitterly. And the men that tooke Jeſus, mocked 
him, and {mote him: And when they had blindfolded Him, 
they ſtrooke him onthe face, and askedhim, laying, Aread, 
who is he that ſmote thee ; And manyother things deſpight- 
fully ſatd they againſt him. And as ſoone as it was dap, the 
Elders ofthe people, and the high Pzieſts and Scribes came 
together, and led him into their Councell, ſaying, Art thou 
very Chꝛiſt: Tell vs. And heſaid bntothem, Ik J tell you, 
ee will uot beleeue mee: and if Þ aske you. you Will not an⸗ 
were, no2 let mee goe.

Ring. And Pilate appoſed him, ſay-

hee anſwered him, and ſayd, Thon 
ſayeſt it. Then lapd Pilate to the high Pꝛieſts, and to dr 
| people, 
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people, I finde no fault in this man And they were the moze 
fierce, ſaying, He moueth the people, teaching thoꝛowout all 
Jewꝛie, and began at Galilee,euen to this place. When Pilate 
heard mention of Galilee, hee aſked Whether the man were 
of Galilee. And as ſoone as he knew that he belonged vnto 
Herods iurildiction, hee ſent him to Herod, which was allo 
at Hieruſalem at that time. And when Herodſaw Jeſus, hee 
was erceeding glad, foꝛ he was deſirons to ſee himof along 
ſeaſon, becauſe hee Had heard many things of him , and hee 
truſted to haue ſeene ſome miratles done by him. Then hee 
queſttoned with him many woꝛds: but he anſwered him no- 
thing. The high Pꝛieſts and Scribes ſtood foꝛth, andaccn- 
ſed him ſtraitly. And Herod with his men of warre deſpt- 
led him. And when hee had mocked him, Hee araped him in 
white clothing and ſent him againe to Pilate. And the lame 
day Pilate and Herod were made friends together: foꝛ bes 
foe they Were at variance. And Pilate called together the 
high Pꝛieſts, and the Rulers, and the people, and laid vnto 
them, Bee hane bꝛought this man bnto mee, as one that per⸗ 
uerteth the people, and behold, Jexamine him befoze you, 
and finde no fault in this man of thoſe things whereof pee 
- accuſe him, no noꝛ pet Herod. Foz J ſent you vnto him, 
and loe, nothing wozthy of death is done vnto him: J will 
theretoꝛe chaſten him and let him looſe. Foꝛ of neceſſity hee 
muſt haue let one looſe to them at that Feaſt. And all the peo⸗ 
ple cryed at once, ſaying, Away with him and deliner vs 2Ba- 
rabbas (which foꝛ a certaine inſurrection made in the Citie, 
and foꝛ a murder, was taſt into pꝛiſon.) Pilate ſpake againe 
vnto them, willing to let Jelus looſe. But they cryed,ſaytng, 
Crucifie him, crucifie him. Hee ſaid bnto them the third time, 
What euill hath he done: J finde no cauſe of death in him: J 
will therefoꝛe chaſten him, and let him goe. And they cryed 
with loud voyces, requiring that he might be crucified. And 
the voyces ot them and of the high Pꝛieſts pꝛeuailed. And 
Pilate gaue ſentence, that it ſhould bee as they required: 
and hee let looſe vnto them him, that foz inſurrection and 
murder was caſt into pziſon , whom they had deſired. And 
hee delinered vnto them Jeſus, to doe with him what they 
won 
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would. And as they led him away, they taught one Simon 
of Cyꝛene comming outof the field, and on him laid they 
the Croſſe, that he might beare it after Jeſus. Andthere 
followed him a great company of people, and ot women, 
which bewayled and lamented him. Wut Jeſus turned 
backe bnto them, andſaid, Yee daughters of Hternſalem, 
weepe not koꝛ me, but weepe foꝛ pour ſelues.and foꝛ your chil- 
dien: Fo2 behold, the dapes Will come, in the which they 
ſhall ſap, Happy are the barren, and the wombes that neuer 
bare, and the paps which neuer gaue lucke. Then ſhall 
they begin to lay to the mountaines, Fall on vs: and to 
the hils, Couer vs. Fo2 if they doe this in a greene tree, 
what Chal be done in the dzyzAnd there were two eutll doers 
led with him to be Natne, And after that they were come to 
the place, which is called Caluaric, there they crucified him, 
and the euill doers, one on the right hand, andthe other on 
the left. Then ſaid Jeſus, Father, fozgine them, foz they 
wot not what they doe. And they parted his raiment, and 
caſt lots: and the people ſtood and beheld. And the Rulers 
mocked him with them, laping, Hee laued other men, let 
him ſane himſeife, if hee bee very Chailt the choſen of God. 
The ſouldiers allo mocked him, and came and offered him 
vineger, and ſaid, Ik thou bee the King ot the Jewes, ſane 
thyſelfe. And a ſuperſcription was Wzitten oner him with 
letters of Gzeeke, and Tatine, and HebzeW, This is the King 
of the lewes. And one of che euill doers which were hanged, 
railed on hun ſaying. It thou be Chaiſt, ſane thy lelfe and vs. 
But the other anſwered, and rebuked him, ſaying, Feareſt 
not thou God, ſeeing thou art in the ſame damnation: we 
are righteouſly puniſhed, koꝛ wee receine actoꝛding to our 
deedes: but this man hath done nothing amiſlſe. And hee 
ſaid vnto Jeſus, Lozd, remember mee when thou commeſt 
into thy Kingdome, And Jelus laid vnto him, Uerily J 
ſay vnto thee, To dap ſhalt thou bee with mee in Paradiſe. 
And it was about the ſixth houre : and there was a darkneſſe 
ouer all the earth, vntill the ninth houre, and the Dunne 
was darkened, and the vaile of the Temple did rent, enen 
thozow the middes. And when Jeſus had cryed mow 
alow 
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a lowo voyce, he ſaid, Father, into thine hands J commend 
my ſpirit. And when he had thus laid, he gaue vp the ghoſt, 
When the Centurion ſaw what had happened, Hee gloztfied 
God, ſaying Uerely this was a righteous man. And all the 
people that came together to that light, and law the things 
which had happened, {mote their bꝛeaſts, and returned. And 
all his atquaintante, and the women that followed him from 
Galilee, ſtood afarre off, beholding theſe things, And behold,

it downe, and wꝛapped it in a linnen cloth, and land it in a le⸗ 
pulch:e that was hewen tn (tone, wherein neuer man bekoꝛe 
had beene laid. And that day was the pꝛeparing of the Sab⸗ 
both, and the Sabboth dꝛew on. The women that followed 
after, which had tome with him from Galilee, beheld the ſe- 
pulchꝛe, and how his body was laid. And they returned and 
pꝛepared ſweet odours, and ointments: but reſted on the 
Sabboth day,accozding to the Commandement.

Pefas ſat unis them, J 
am hee. Jndas alſo whiehbetraped him ſtood: wich them. 
As loone chen as he had laid vnta them, Jam he, theꝝ went 
backward and fell to the ground.

Je⸗ 
us anſwered, I haue tom you chat I am hee : ye ſeene me 
cherekoze, let theſe goe thetr way. chat the laying might bee 
falfilled which he ſpake, Oitchem wich thou gaueſt me, haut 
I not loſt one. Then n a [Wwozd, dzew 
it, and fmote the high Pateſts leruant, and tut off his right 
eare. The ſeruants name was Pakhus. Therefoze ſaith 
Jeſus vnto Peter, Put vp thy lwond into the ſheath, ſhall J 
not d:tifie ofthe cup which my Fatherhathginen me:Then 
the company and the taptain, and the miniſters ofthe Jewes 
tooke Jeſus and bound him, and led him away to 
firſt, fo: he was father in Law to Cataphas, which was the 
high pneſt the lame peere. Cataphas was he that gane coun- 
lell to the Jewes, that it was expedient that one man ſhould 
die foꝛ the people And Simon Peter followed Jeſus. and ſo 
did another Diſciple : That Difctple was knowne to the 
high Pꝛieſt, and went in with Jelus into the palace of the 
high Pꝛieſt. But Peter ſtood at the dooze withont. Then 
went ont that other Diſciple (which was knowne to the 
high Pꝛieſt) and ſpake to the Damoſell that kept the dooze, 
and bzought in Peter. Then ſaid the Þamoſell that kept 
the dooze, bnto Peter, Art not thou allo one of this mans 
Diſciples : Hee laid, J am not. The ſeruants and mi⸗ 
niſters ſtood there, which had made a fire of coales, foz it 
was told, and they warmed themfelues. Peter alſo ſtood 
among them, and warmed himſelfe. The high Pzeſtthen 
asked Jeſus of his Diſciples , and of his doctrine. Pelus 
anſwered him, J ſpake openly in the wond, J euer 
taugt in the Synagogue, and in the Temple, whither all 
the Jewes haue reloꝛted, and in ſecret haue IP ten no- 
thing. why askeſt thou mee 4 Aske them which * + 
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what J ſaid vnto them: Behold, they can tell what J ſaid. 
When hee had thus ſpoken, one of the miniſters which ſtood 
by, mote Yeſus on the fate, ſaying, Anlwereſt thou the 
high Pꝛieſt lo: Jeſus anſwered him, It J haue cuill ſpo- 
ken, beare witneſſe of the euill: but it J haue well ſpoken, 
why ſmiteſt thou mee: And Annas lent him bound vnto 
Cataphas the high Pzteſt. Simon Peter ſtood and war⸗ 
med himſeife. Then ſaid they vnto him, Art not thou alſo 
one of his Diſciples : He denied it, and ſaid, Jam not. One 
of the ſeruants of the high Pꝛieſt (his couſin whole care Pe- 
ter lmote off) ſatd vnto him, Did not J lee thee inthe gar⸗ 
den with him: Peter therefoze denyed againe, and imme⸗ 
diately the cocke crew. Then led they Peſus from Caia- 
phas, into the hall of Judgement: It was in the mozning, 
and they themlelues Went not into the Judgement hall, leſt 
they ſhould bee defiled, but that they might eate the Paſſe- 
ouer. Pilate then went ont to them, and ſaid, What accu⸗ 
ſation bzing you againſt this man: They anſwered and 
ſaid vnto him, If hee were not an eutlldoer, wee would 
not hane delinered him vnto thee. Then ſaid Pilate vnto 
them, Take pee him, and iudge him after your owne Law, 
The Jewes therefoze ſaid vnto him, It is not lawfull fo2 vs 
to put any man to death: that the woꝛds of Jeſus might bee 
fulfilled which hee ſpake , ſignikping what death hee ſhould 
die. Then Pilate entred into the iudgement hall againe, 
und talled Yeſus, and ſaid vnto him, Art thou the King of 
the Jewes : Jelus anſwered, Dayeſt thou that of thy lelfe, 
oꝛ did other tell it chee of mee: Pilate anſwered, Am J a 
Jew : Thine owne nation, and high Pateſts haue delinered 
thee vnto mee: what haſt thou done? Jeſus anſwered, My 
Kingdome is not of this woꝛld. If my Kingdome were of 
this wozld, then would my miniſters ſurely fight, that J 
ſhould not bee deliuered to the Jewes: but now is my Kings 
dome not from hence, Pilate therefoze ſaid vnto him, Art 
thou a King then: Jeſusanſwered, Thou ſayeſt that J am 
a King. Foz thts cauſe was J boꝛne, and foꝛ this cauſe came 
2 the woꝛld, that Pſhould beare witnes vnto the truth: 

d all that are of the truch, heare my bopte. Pilate ſaid

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vnto him, what thing ts trueth * And when hee had ſatd 
this, hee went out againe vnto the Jewes, and ſatd vnto 
chem, I finde in him no caule at all: Ye haue a tuſtome that 
J ſhould deliner you one looſe at Eaſter : will pee that J 
looſe vnto you the King ofthe Jewes « Thencryedthey all 
againe, ſaying, Not him but Barabbas: the ſame Barab⸗ 
bas was a murderer. LhenPlilate tooke Jeſus therfoze,and 
ſcourged him:and the ſouldiers woond a crowneof thoznes, 
and put it on hts head. And they did on Him a purple gar- 
ment, and came vnto him, and ſad, Haile King of the 
Jewes: and they (mote him on the face. Pilate went foozth 
againe, and ſaid vnto them, Behold, Ibꝛing him foꝛth to you, 
that ye may know that J find no fault in him. Then came 
Jeſus fooꝛth wearing a crowue of thoꝛne, and a robe ot pur⸗ 
ple. And he lalth vnto them, Weholdthe Man. vohen the high 
Pꝛieſts therefoꝛe and the miniſters ſaw him, they cryed, Cru⸗ 
cifie him, crucifie him. Pilate ſaith vnto them, Take pe him, 
and crucifie him, fo2 I finde no taule in him. The Pewes 
anſwered him, Wee haue a law, and by our law hee ought 
to die, becauſe hee made Himſelfe the Sonne of God. whert 
Pilate heard that ſaying, Hee was the moze afratd, and 
went againe into the Judgement Hall, and ſaid vnto Jeſus, 
whence art thou: But Jelus gane him none anſwere, 
Then laid Pilate vnto him, Speakeſt thou not vnto mee; 
knoweſt thou not that J haue power to crurifie thee, and 
haue power to loole thee : Jeſus anſwered, Thou couldeſt 
haue no power at all againſt mee, except it were giuen thee 
from aboue. Therefoze hee that deltuered me vnto thee, hath 
the moꝛe inne. And from thencekozth ſonght Pilate meanes 
to looſe him.

vnto them, Shall Þ crucifie pour King: The high Pꝛieſts 
anſwered, we haue no King but Ceſar. Then delmered hee 
him to them to becrucified.And they took Jeſus and led him 
away. And hee bare his Crofle, and went foꝛth into a place 
which is called the place of dead mens skuls, but in Hebzew 
Golgotha, Where they crucified him, and two other with him, 
on either ſide one, and Jeſus in the middeſt, And Pilate 
wꝛote a title, and put it vpon the Croſſe. The waiting was, 
Ieſus of Nazareth, Kingof the lewes. This title read many of 
the Jewes: foz the place where Jeſus was crucified, was 
neere to the City. And it was Wwzitten in Hebzew,Gzeeke,and 
Latine. Then laid the high Pꝛieſts of the Jewes to Pilate, 
Waite not King of the Jewes : but that he laid, Jam King 
of the Jewes-Ptlate anſwered, vohat J haue watten,that J 
haue wꝛitten. Then the ſouldiers, when they had crucified 
eſus, tooke his garments, and made foure parts, to eucry 
ouldter a part, and alſo his coat. The toat was without 
ſeame, wꝛonght vpon thozowout. They laid therefoze a- 
mong themlelues, Let vs not diuide it, but caſt lots fo; it 
who ſhall haue it, thatthe Scripture might bee fulfilled, ſap⸗ 
ing, They haue parted my raiment among them, and foz 
my coat did they caſt lots. And the foldiers did ſuch things 
indeed. There ſtood by the Croſſe of Jeſus, his mother, 
and his mothers ſiſter, Mary the wife of Cleophas, and Ma⸗ 
ry Magdalene. When Jeſus therefoꝛe ſaw his mother and 
the Dilciple whom hee loued, ſtanding, he ſaith vnto his mo⸗ 
ther, Woman, behold thy ſonne. Then ſaid hee to the Dilci⸗ 
ple, Behold thy mother. And from that houre, the Diſciple 
tooke her fozhis owne. After thele things, Jeſus knowing 


that all things were now perkozmed, that the Scrip- : 


ture might bee fulfilled, hee ſaith , J thirſt. So there ſtood 
a veſſell by, full of vineger : therefoze they filled a ſpunge 
With vineger , and woond it about with Hyſſope , and put 
it to his mouth. As ſoone as Jeſus then receined the Ut- 
neger, hee ſaid, It is finiſhed, and bowed his head, and 
gaue vp the ghoſt, The Jewes therefoze becauſe it was 
the pꝛeparing of the Sabbath, that the bodies ſhould not 
remaine vpon the Croſſe on the Sabbath day 11 tha 
Abbat 
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Falter Euen. 


Sabbath day was an high dap) beſought Pilate that their 
legs uught bee bꝛoken and that they might bee taken downe. 
Then came the Souldiers, and bꝛake the legs ofthe firſt, and 
of the other which was crucified with him. But when they 
tame to Jeſus, and ſaw that he was dead already, they bzake 
not his legs: but one of the Souldiers with a ſpeare thꝛuſt 
him into the ſide, and fooꝛthwith there came out blood and 
water. And he that law it, bare retoꝛd, and his retoꝛd is true. 
And he knoweth that he laith true, that yee might beleeue al- 
ſo. Fo: theſe things were done that the Scripture ſhould bee 
fulfilied, Be ſhall not bꝛeake à bone of Him. And againe,ano- 
ther Scripture ſaith, They ſhall looke vpon him whom they 
haue pearted. After this, Joleph of Arimathea (which was 
a diſciple ot Jeſus, but ſecretly foꝛ feare of the Jewes,) be- 
ſought Pilate that he might take downe the body of Jeſus. 
Aud Pilate gaue himlicence. He came therefoꝛe and tooke the 
body of Jelus. And there tame allo Micodemus (which at the 
beginning tame to Jeſus by night) and bzought of Myzrhe 
and Alocs nmuingled together, about an Hundzed pound 
weight. Then tookethey the body of Jeſus,and wound it in 
linnen clothes with the odours,as the manner of the Jewes 
is to bury. And in the place where he was crucified, there 
was a garden, and in the garden a new Sepulchze, wherein 
was neuer man laid. There laid they Jelustherefoze , be- 
cauſe of the pꝛeparing of the Sabbath of the Jewes, foz the 
Sepulchze was nigh at hand.

WN prayer, and the ten Commandements, and

firme the ſame: and alſo promiſe that by the grace of God they will 
euermore endeauour themſelues faithfully to obſerue and keepe ſuch 
things as they by their owne mouth and confeſſion haue aſſented vnto. 


Secondly, for as much as Confirmation is miniſtred to them that be 
baptized, 1 48 by Impoſition of hands and prayer, they may receiue 


ſtrength and defence againſt all temptations to ſinne, and the aſſaults 
of the world and the deuill, it is molt meet to be miniſtred when chil- 
dren come to that age, that partly by the frailty of their owne fleſh, 
partly by the aſſaults of the world and thedcuill, they begin to hee in 
danger to fall into ſundry kindes of ſinne.

DO WW cept hee were firſt called, tried, examined and 
knowne to haue ſuch qualities, as were requiſite for the ſame, and alſo 
by publique prayer, with impoſition of hands, approucd and admit- 
ted thereunto. And theretore, to the intent theſe orders ſhould bee 
continued, and reuerently vſed and eſteemed in this Church of Eng- 
land, it is requiſite that no man (not being at this preſent, Biſhop, 
Prieſt, nor Deacon) ſhall execute any of thein, except he bee called, 
tried, examined, and admitted, according to the forme hereafter fol- 
lowing. And none ſhall be admitted a Deacon, except hee bee twenty 
one yccresof age at the leaſt. And euery man which is to bee admitted 
a Prieſt, ſhall bee full foure and twenty yeeres old. And euery man 
which is to be conſecrated a Biſhop, ſhall be fully thirty yeeres of age. 
And the Biſhop knowing, either by himſelfe, or by ſufficient teſtimony, 
any perſon to be a man of vertuous conuerſation, and without crime, 
and after examination and triall, finding him learned in the Latiue 
tongue, and ſufficiently inſtructed in holy Scripture, may vp- 
on a Sunday or Holy day, in the face of the Church, 
admit him a Deacon, in ſuch manner and forme 

as hereafter followeth.
